Annual building maintenance fee 
was approximately $20,000 and Gov- 
ernment House was closed early in 
1938 when the Alberta legislature 
voted to strike out the appropria- 
tion for its upkeep. Since that time 
the building has been in charge of 
a caretaker and it has “ven kept 
heated during the winter months.

Epic Stalingrad Defence 
Opens Second Month Today 


By EDWARD W. BEATTIE 
LONDON, Sept. 25.—(BUP)—One month ago, the Ger- 
man air force showered Stalingrad with leaflets, announcing 
that its capture was imminent. 


Stalingrad still fought on today, + 


a symbol of unshakeable courage 


in rubble and ashes. The German 
radio was saying that the capture 
of Stalingrad might be delayed 
some time, because Adolf Hitler 
wished to spare his army and the 
forces of his vassals undue cas- 
ualties, 

Military observers saw one fact 
emerging froin 
Stalingrad’s 
stand: The Ger- 
mans would have 
to spend another 
war winter in 
Russia. They said 
the Germans 
were no closer to 
taking Stalingrad 
than they were 10 
days ago, and E. W. Beattie 
their position was likely to become 
worse, with a Soviet counter-offen 
sive driving down out of the north- 
west. 

The Germans must take Stalin- 
grad within a few weeks, these ob-

MOSCOW, Sept. 25.-(AP)— 
After a tour of inspection which 
carried him within six or seven 
miles of German-held Rzhev amid 
duelling artillery on the central 
Russian front, Wendell L. Willkie | 
returned to this capital today. 

He entered into the zone of ar- | 
tillery action and from lofty van- | 
tage point saw Rzhev, where Rus- 
sian soldiers were engaged in 
street fighting. Rzhev is about 130 | 
miles west northwest of Moscow 
Clutching the sides of the leaping 
field car, Mr. Willkie rede ‘5 the 
vicinity of Rzhev, escorted by a 
Russian lieutenant-general. It was 
a 14-hour trip. 


GREATLY THRILLED 

Standing on a windswept hill, he 
looked toward the city, It was one 
of the biggest thrills of his life, he 
related. Later he talked to seven 
German prisoners. Their extreme 
youth impressed him, 

To see the front so intimately 
Mr. Wilkie went two nights with- 
out sleep. He had no opportunity 
to pull the lanyard of a Russian 
cannon, as he said he would have 
liked to do, but the firing was 
under way about him for practi- 
cally the entire time he was close 
to the front. Mr. Willkie was an 
artilleryman in the First Great 
War. 

The Rzhev front was the second 
battleline he has visited in the past 
| few weeks. He went up to the 
Egyptian desert front in the early | 
part of his tour.

He said the German prisoners he 
talked to before Rzhev looked as if 
they were dressed not for Russia's 
coming winter but for an African 
campaign.

An Alaska Railway? 

Unofficial but widely prevailing and 
very persistent reports are that Washing- 
ton may supplement—or replace—the 
highway to Alaska with a railway line. 

If so, it is to be supposed the railway 
will start where the highway started, at 
the end of steel on the Northern Alberta 
Railway near St. John, and follow the 
same general northwesterly direction to 
Whitehorse. The same _ considerations 
which led to the highway being located 
where it is being built would hold in re- 
spect to the location of a railway. Assum- 
ing that a railway is to be built, the logi- 
cal course is to extend the present N.A.R. 
line to St. John and build the Alaska line 
from that point. 

The Edmonton-St. John route is the 
most direct route possible from the 
great munitions-producing areas in the 
central and eastern States to Alaska, as it 
is the most direct route from the muni- 
tions ‘centres of eastern and central Can- 
ada to the Yukon. It is far removed from 
the coast and the danger of possible inter- 
ruption by enemy attack. And the exten- 
sion of the N.A.R. would help in post-war 
years in the development of farm lands, 
timber resources and mineral deposits 
which are known to exist and to be of 
great value. 

There seems to be a movement afoot 
in Vancouver and Victoria to sell the P. 
G. E. to the United States, with a view to 
this being made part of the Alaska road. 
That is entirely a side-issue, and should 
stand on its merits as a proposed coast 
connection for whatever it may be worth. 
As a substitute proposition for extending 
the N.A.R. from Hines Creek it would not 
make sense, ‘ 


Put Them to Work 


A halt has been called to the enlarge- 
ment of munitions factories in Canada. 
For the reason that additional manpower 
is not in sight to operate many more ma- 
chines. 

Attention is now to be centred on 
speeding up operations and increasing the 
output of the existing plants and their 
working staffs. The department of munt- 
tions and supply is offering prizes for 
workers who suggest ways to short-cut 
processes, save working hours, and get 
more “tools” turned out in a day or a 
week. 

There is another opportunity to econ- 
omize plant time and man time, which 
should not be overlooked. In this province, 
and probably also in others, there are 
many machine shops which are not work- 
ing to full capacity. They are equipped 
with lathes and other machines on which 
shells could be turned or equipment parts 
made, There are skilled men in the shops 
who know how to operate these machines, 
but who are idle or working on non-essen- 
tials part time. 

There are also in Alberta, and doubt- 
less in some other provinces too, many 
thousands of tons of scrap iron and steel 
which could be worked up in these shops. 
And in Calgary is a smelter where the 
metal could be prepared for working if a 
couple more blast furnaces were installed. 

These partly idle machines and skilled 
labor should be turned to account, and the 
scrap metal converted into war supplies 
in the area where it exists. Now that fac- 
tory-extension is barred because the man- 
power limit is approaching, there should 
be no men or machines idle in any part of 
the country where munitions materials are 


available.

In Custody 


British forces have reached and occu- 
pied Tananarive, capital of Madagascar. 
They apparently met rather less resist- 
ance the farther they penetrated the is- 
land, 

There have been no reports of serious 
fighting since the landings were made at 

ajunga and Morandava on the west 
coast. Tamatave, the best harbor on the 
east coast, and the most important strate- 
gically, was occupied without trouble a 
week or more ago. The best ground for 
defence was said to be a plateau near the 
capital, and Vichy quite evidently expect- 
ed Governor Annet and his men to make 
a stand there. If they did so it was brief, 
unsuccessful, and probably involved little 
bloodshed. 

The Governor is reported to have 
vanished somewhere in the southern 
jungles, and save for rounding-up opera- 
tions the campaign may be supposed to be 
practically over. Control, it is also to be 
supposed, will be extended over the south- 
ern area, Still uninvaded, in order to guard 
against the use of any island bases as 
hide-outs of Japanese submarines and air 
forces. 

The island is substantially larger than 
France. It has been and is being placed 
in “protective custody” by British forces, 
with the approval of the Allies, to prevent 
the enemy using it as a base for attacks 
on Allied shipping. Its return to France 
at the close of the war has been pledged, 
and meanwhile the administration may be 
placed in Free French hands, Despite the 
fuming of Laval, and still more because 
of it, the people of France will understand 
that they owe their secure possession of 
thia large and productive colony to their 
former Ally, 
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Only Health Insurance Can Reduce Medical Costs 


Britain’s nava! strength is officially 
stated to be greater now than it was when 
the war began. Four new battleships of 
the Prince of Wales type are now in com- 
mission; with four still more powerful 
ones, laid down three years ago, probably 
nearing completion. 

The four new ships now in_ service 
make up for the Royal Oak, the Barham, 
the Repulse and the Prince of Wales 
numerically, and more than make up these 
losses in fighting power since the Royal 
Oak and the Barham were old vessels. 

Among smaller ships the navy has suf- 
fered heavily, and if new construction has 
also replaced the destroyers and cruisers 
and carriers sunk, the yards in Britain 
must have been busy places during the 
last three years. 


Concurrently comes news that the 
Tirpitz has emerged from its funk hole on 
the Norwegian coast and is dodging ice- 
borg’ somewhere, looking tor merchani 
vessels en route to Russia—a rather igno- 
minious job for a monster of its kind, It 
will be the business of the new British 
“heavies” to see about that and send the 
Tirpitz to keep company with the Bis- 
marck. 


That task accomplished, some of them 
may proceed to the Indian ocean and the 
Pacific, to square accounts with the Jap- 
anese for the sinking of the Prince of 
Wales and the Repulse. If, as suggested, 
the Japanese battle-fleet is minded to try 
conclusions with the United States fleet, 
it is quite likely to hurry up the action, 
rather than wait until some of the new 
British ships get on the scene.

Doctors’ Charges May 
Soon Be Raised in 
Every Province. 

By HAROLD L, WEIR 


The College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Saskatchewan has in- 
creased its tariff of fees, 

It is said that charges to the 
public have been raised as much 
as $25 on major surgical operations. 
Items reportedly increased include 
appendectomies, all abdominal 
operations and 
the treatment of 


fractures. 

While the pub- 
lic realizes that 
the medical pro- 
fession is in the 
control, largely, 
of surgeons and 
that the general 
practitioner has 
little part in fix- 
ing high fees or, 
indeed, little sym- 
pathy with them, Harold L. Weir 
it is difficult to protest too much 
about this increase. 

The physician and surgeon both 
have high taxes to meet. At pres- 
ent they are sadly overworked. 
Moreover, one is not inclined to 
cavil too much at the charges of 
a profession which, at its best, 
trains intensively and over a long 
period of time to bring the benign 
touch of healing into human life. 

Nevertheless, these new charges 
in Saskatchewan, which will doubt- 
lessly be spread, eventually, all 
over Canada, will never in this 
world be met by the public. 

The public, too, is hit by high 
taxes and war changes and can- 
not begin to meet medical costs 
as they exist today, let alone a 
higher cost. 

There has always been a high 
wall between medical science and 


the public. The cost of medical 
training and medical equipment 
and medics! service har always) 
been higher than the average man 
can pay. 

This is not the fault of the doc- 
tors. It is just simply that the na- 
tural costs of these things, as ap- 
plied and controlled by individuals, 
have made them too expensive for 
the public. 

In other words, health, to which 
every man is entitled, is by the ex- 
igencies of the circumstances, made 
a remote luxury. And with rising 
medical costs it will be made a 
luxury even more remote. 

The proof of all this lies in the 
fact that thousands of ailing indivi- 
duals permit themselves to come 
to the brink of death and actually 
do die because they fear to incur 
that debt which seems to be in- 
separable from timely medical at- 
tention. 

As a matter of fact, medical 
services are the greatest single 
cause of private debt on this con- 
tinent. 

It is a sorry state of affairs when 
one must bankrupt oneself to 
enjoy that state of health which 
should be one’s heritage. 

We cannot ask the doctors to 
work for nothing. If they did, they 
would soon lose their skill and en- 
thusiasm and the standards of 
medicine and surgery would drop. 

What, then, is to be done to en- 
sure that easy and natural connec- 
tion between medical science and 
public health? What is to be done 
to bring the physician into easy 
and frequent contact with the pa- 
tient without a wall of debt or 
high costs standing between them? 


State Medicine 


The obvious and only answer is 
state medicine. 

It has been said that state medi- 
cine does not lower the cost of 


medical treatment but merely dis- 
tributes it in a manner that causes 
the healthy man to assume the fi- 
nancial burden of the sick. 

That is not true. | 

The virtue of state medicine is 
not that it reduces the cost of any 
given service, but that it minimizes 
the need for the most costly med- 
ical and surgicai services. 

For instance, the actual cost of 
an operation for gall stones or 
treatment for stomach ulcers is no 
less under state medicine than it 
is under private practice. 

But under state medicine, the in- 
cidence of gall stones and stomach 
ulcers is reduced, because, .under 
a properly operated system, the 
patient's condition is not allowed 
to progress thus far. 

In other words, only under state 
medicine is it possible to apply 
prevention to its fullest extent. 
Preventive medicine comes to its 
highest usefulness under these cir- 
cumstances, 

And only the fullest application 
of preventive medicine will reduce 
the cost of medical services to the 
public. 


Health Insurance 


Preventive medicine comes into 
fullest use under health insurance. 

Left to himself, as I have said, 
the individual will not consult his 
physician in time to prevent simple 
ailments from progressing into 
complex and serious ailments be- 
cause he fears to incur the bur- 
den of debt which prolonged medi- 
cal care usually imposes. 

Under health insurance, he is 
required to visit a physician at in- 
tervals for a check on his general 
health. He has no fear in doing so 
because such examinations are 
covered by his insurance policy. 

As a consequence, medical sci- 
ence is brought down right next 
door to the public; individuals are

They are also presi- 
dents of great educational institu- 
tions and, therefore, organizers as 
well. as professors. Bernard Baruch 
is one of the great executives of 
this nation, and a man whose pas- 
sion for winning the war takes pre- 
cedence over everything else in his 
life. 


Therefore, and for the first time, 
we have that which is the very life 
and soul of efficient democratic 
government:: a disinterested and 
competent view. 


If we had had such a National 
Commission one and a half years 
ago, when there was all the wrang- 
ling over the conversion of the 
automobile industry, we might have 
won the war this year. 


If such a National Commission of 
geographers, experts on Arctic re- 
sources, meteorological and clim- 
atic experts, had first investigated

So 
the offer was no base for monopole 
izing the process or promising pri- 
vate gain.

“But we have to recognize that 
strict application of rationing 
regulations in other countries has 
brought about development of the 
Black Market and our position 
now is that we are on the alert,” 
one official said 

Persons who have failed to re- 
port holdings of rationed commo- 
dities as required by the law are 
being discovered by enforcement 
officials. Tea and coffee have 
proved a problem for would-be 
Black Market operators since 
they have no means of replacing 
their stocks. 

However, following rationing 
of tea and coffee in August some 
Canadians evidently failed to re- 
port their holdings and officials 
instanced one Ontario case 
where it was found about 200 
pounds of tea was being hoard- 
ed, 


The prices board regulations pro- 
vide stiff penalties. Hoarding, fail- 
ure to observe the price ceiling 
and similar offences may bring a 
fine of $5,000, two years in jail or 
both. These regulations are hardly 
as strict as those provided for in a 
bill introduced in the Australian 
parliament yesterday proposing 
minimum penalties of three months’ 
imprisonment for individuals and 
$50,000 fines for companies to curb 
black market dealings.

Disease May Assist Defeat Axis Powers 


Wars are fought many | 
fronts. Napoleon's famous remark 
that an army moves on its stomach 
was made to emphasize the impor- 
tance of commissariat and supply. 
But the dependence of Napoleon's 
armies on the home front was never 
as great as that of the armies of 
today, with their complex weapons 
It is a mistake to pay so much at- | 
tention to military operations on 
the fighting fronts and overlook or | 
underrate the other factors which 
play almost as important a part in 
deciding the ultimate issue 

The political front, the _ moral 
front, the economic front—all these 
are infportant theatres of war, and 
to them must be added the hygienic 
front Undernourishment lowers 
the resistance of the human hody 
to the attack of disease germs. Un- 
sanitary conditions multiply such 
germs, and wholesale shifts of pop- 
ulation groups to different areas 
without proper quarantine restric- 
tions result in the rapid spreading 
of infectious and contagious dis- 
eases 

Europe may well be overrun by 
epidemic diseases this winter. If} 
so, Germany will not escape. She 
has created the conditions which 
encourage the diseases, adopted a 
policy which will assure that they 
are carried into the heart of the 
Reich, and lacks the means to bring 
them under control

It now looks as though 
the naval surgeon was right. The 
Germans are confronted with a 
very difficult period, and all be- 
cause they are so well organized 
that the only mistakes they ever 
make are fatal mistakes. They had 
this war all planned. They slaugh- 
tered all the dairy cattle in Den- 
mark because, of course, they 
would be in possession of the Rus- 
sian herds in plenty of time to 
make good the loss. They neglected 
to provide for the tillage of soil and 
the planting of crops in spring be- 
cause they planned on reaping 
somebody else's harvest by fall, and 
they needed all the labor and trans- 
portation for their military cam- 
paign. 

Upsetting the German time sche- 
dule is almost as good as winning 
a military victory, because German 
plans must be carried out in detail 
and, according to a carefully work- 
ed-out scale of time. Otherwise 
they fall completely flat. Every 
one has upset Hitler's timetables. 
The British occupation of Syria; the 
unexpected effectiveness of the air 
defense at the time of the Battle 
of Britain; the backing and filling 
in Egypt and Libya, with its series 
of indecisive actions, and, of course, 
the slow retreat of the Russians, 
which won time for the evacuation 
of industries and the application of 
a thorough scorched-earth policy— 
all these upset Hitler's plans, 


LACK ECONOMIC PLAN 

Adding to the confusion and an- 
noyance has come the Anglo-Ameri- 
can air offensive of the past sum- 
mer, with its immobilization of 
labor, its disruption of the trans- 
portation system and its damage to 
the public services and sanitary 
systems in the densely populated 
cities of Germany 

Disease knows no political boun- 
daries, nor can it distinguish be- 
tween Aryan and Jew. The arro- 
gant self-confidence with which the 
Germans make their economic 
plans, never doubting that they 
would be able to go on robbing 
Peter to pay Paul, until at last they 
were given a respite in which to 
reorganize the economy of the New 
Order, may prove to be a much 
more serious mistake than their 
failure to design an air force capa- 
ble of beating Britain to her knees 

Hungry people who have been 
robbed, humiliated and maltreated 
are neither reliable allies nor pro- 
ductive workmen. And so the Ger- 


| mans wasted their opportunities in 


any event, But when these same 
people are brought, with their dis- 
eases, into the German Reich in 
great numbers to remedy the defi- 
ciencies of German labor, the en- 
emy is commifting suicide. It has 
long been known that the Germans 
are short of many essential drugs, 
as well as trained medical] practi- 
tioners. The persecution of the 
Jews has robbed Germany of many 
of her ablest medical specialists, 
and the demands of the army have 
absorbed too high a proportion of 
the civilian doctors 


HOSPITALS AS TARGETS 

A serious shortage of only a few 
essential commodities, such as man- 
ganese, tungsten, not to mention 
ojl, added to the progressive in 
roads of disease upon the mora! 
and physical stamina of the Ger- 
man people themselves may well be

From this point of view, the de- 
struction of hospitals may be rank- 
ed with the destruction of workers 
houses as a perfectly sound mijli- 
tary objective. There is something 
repugnant to most Anglo-Saxons, 
and indeed to people of all nations 
which have not been brutalized, 
about the deliberate destruction of 
civilian dwellings and houses of 
mercy and healing. But we have 
Hitler’s word for it that ruthless, 
ferocious, total war is the most 
humane method of waging war be- 
cause it shortens the period of suf- 
fering and brings a quick decision 

Air Marshal Harris of the R.AF. 
Bomber Command and Major-Gen- 
eral Eaker, who commands the 
American bombjng forces in Brit- 
ain, find themselves in agreement 
with Hitler in this respect. Gen- 
eral Eaker made a statement in 
Britain yesterday which may be 
considered rather unfortunate. He 
expressed the belief that’Germany 
could be destroyed from the air, 


and that there would soon he 
enough airdromes in Britain to 
launch paralyzing attacks as often 
as needed. 

The general elaborated on his 
statement by saying that the Gers 
man air force could be destroyed 
by destroying aircraft factories; 
German armies halted by destroy- 
ing munition factories, and the Ger- 
man U-boat campaign terminated 
by the destruction of German ship- 
yards. Very sweeping statements 
such as this do not inspire confi- 
dence. A great deal of German in- 
dustry can be protected from de- 
struction by air attack. Air power 
is vital and can accomplish won- 
ders. But it is doubtful whether 
the technique of air attack is 80 
far ahead of the measures devised 
for defense that the physical re- 
sources of the country can be ruin- 
ed so completely in such a short 
time as General Eaker implied. 

Positive and decisive results in a 
military way are needed in a much 
shorter time thar they are likely 
to be obtained by aircraft action 
alone.

Stimson to Investigate 


Mike Jacobs Trying Hard

Henry Stimson is investigating about the Joe Louis-Billy Conn bout, but since there’s 
been so much hollering over $94,000 the two boxers owe him, Mike wonders if. folks 
realize that fighters depend on promoters for “move-around” money to keep them going 


between fights. 
Stimson announced his investi- 
gation in Washington yesterday, 


saying he was “shocked” over de- 
tails of the arrangements for the 
Oct. 12 fight in Yankee Stadium. 


One “detail” of the fight is that 
the war department originally an- 
nounced it as a 100 per cent char- 
ity for Army Emergency Relief, al- 
though several days before this 
announcement a representative of 
the war department had seen 
Louis at Fort Riley (Kansas) and 
discussed with him payment of cer- 
tain of his debts from the bout. 

Another “detail” is that a total 
of $135,451 is to be taken from the 
gate to pay debts listed against 
Louis and Conn, Of this sum, Mike 
says $94,305 is owed him—$59,805 
by Louis and $34,500 by Billy. The 
other $41,146 is owed by Louis to 
John Roxborough, one of his co- 
managers. 


ASSERTS NOTHING UNUSUAL 


While officials handling the bout 
said yesterday they didn’t believe 
the fight would be called off, Jacobs 
asserted that there’s nothing un- 
usual about fighters owing promot- 
ers sizeable chunks, especially 
when the fighters are the heavy- 
weight champion and his No. 1 
challenger. 

“Fighters have to go to someone 
for money between fights,” said 
Jacobs, who was asked by the war 
department to promote the bout. 
“So they ask a promoter for an 
advance on their next fight. 

“Don't forget that Louis hasn't 
made a quarter since he fought 
Lou Nova last September and that 
Conn hasn't had a good ‘touch’ 
since he took on Joe a year ago 
last June. 

“Before the Nova fight, Joe ow- 
ed me $64,000. He paid me off out 
of his purse and took care of a 
lot of other debts. That left him 
almost broke again. so by the 
middle of October he started bor- 
rowing again, figuring he'd have a 
fight early this year and could 
straighten it out once more. 


PAID $21,000 TAXES 


“But in January he fought Buddy 
Baer and turned his entire purse 
over to navy relief, and in March 
he knocked out Abe Simon and 
gave his whole end to army relief 
So, with no incorme in a year, he’s 
had to borrow. One of the things 
1 paid for him was a $21,000 tax 
bill 

“It's been almost the same with 
Conn, Since his first fight with 
Joe, he got married and built a 
house in Pittsburgh. He asked me 
to loan him money until his next 


fight. Y'see, a fight promoter is 
just like a loan company—only 
without charging interest.” 
Stimson hopes to conclude his 
investigation by tomorrow.

For 20 Years 


OTTAWA, Sept. 25—(CP)— 
When Canada has harvested her 
crop this year she will have 
enough wheat on hand to meet 
her normal requirements of this 
product for human food for 20 
years, officials estimated yester- 
day. 

When the new crop, estimated at 
615,243.000 bushels, las been garn- 
ered it will be added to a carry- 
over of about 400,000,000 bushels 
from previous crops to make a total 
of at least 1,000,000,000 bushels, An- 
nual domestic consumption of 
wheat for food has been running 
about 50,000,000 bushels annually, 


LAND OF PLENTY 


When the 1942 production 
other grains was considered in 
addition to wheat, officials said 
Canada could be looked on as a 
Jand of plenty in comparison with 
other countries where there is 
limitation in essential foods. 

Officials considered massive piles 
of coarse grains being gathered 
across the country and translated | 
them into millions of beef and 
dairy cattle and hogs they will feed. | 

About 20 bushels of barley, | 
with minor supplementary feed- 
ing, is sufficient to finish a hog. 
On this basis, the estimated bar- | 
ley production of 272,910,000 bush- 


of 


els this year is enough for | 
13,645,500 hogs. 

_But recommended rations for | 
livestock now -favor mixtures. If | 


this year's estimated production of 
wheat, barley and oats were placed 
in one pile for livestock feeding 
purposes there would be a total of 
1,548,899,000 bushels.

“The sky flames over our head 
and the earth quivers under feet 
in Stalingrad” Konstantin Sim- 
inov, Russian author and news-
